You can’t imagine how Creft-fallen our Facks and 
Sacheverellites are upon it : They heartily bewail 
the deplorable Fate of their Brethren the Porto- 
carerites. It cuts. them to the Soul, Matter, to 
hear that Hereditary Right and Paflive Obedience 
are fore’dto fly before.the Cortes or Parliamentary 
Right, and the Doétrine of Refifting Tyrants. 
They are mortally afraid of the Omen. 

And not without ground, Roger; for this 
decifive Stroke of Providence puts it out of the 
power of the French King and his Viceroy of 
Spain, to impofe the Pretender upon us with a high 
band, as they promis’d to do when that Ufarper 
went to feize the Spanifh Monarchy.

Parliament ; for his Majefty and the Nation both 
did foon grow weary of the Tory one.

as the Principles themfelves. 

Obf. Were thofe People capable of thinking, 
Roger, they have Inftances enough, both at home 
and abroad, to convince them that their Princi- 
ples have always been as unfuccefsful as they are 
wicked, and have ever turn’d upon the Princes 
they mifled, and upon their own Faction. When 
King Charles II. got their Paflive Obedience made 
a Law, as they fancy’d, tho the Bifhop of Sarum 
has truly inform’d us that the two Houfes of Par- 
liament never intended it in that fenfe 5 you know 
what ufe the Faction made of it: They put the 
King upon the practice of an Abfolute Power, 
made him break his Oaths to his Subje@s, dif- 
folve bis honett Parliaments, and fail in his Promifes 
to his Allies, which Joft him the Affections of his 
Subjects at home, and the Efteem of his Confe- 
derates abroad : So that he always led an uneafy 
Life 5 and becaufe he would not go fo faft as the 
Popith Faction intended, you know ‘twas fuf- 


| pected that he came by an untimely Death. 


When his Brother King Fames fucceeded, that 
fame Learned Prelate has inform’d us how much 
he rely’d upon that flavifh Doctrine. It encourag’d 
him to purfue his Arbitrary Meafures, to viojate 
bis Oaths and Promifes, to quarrel with his Par- 
liament becaufe they check'd his Dilpenfing Power, 
and to give umbrage to Ins Allies: but you know 
what came on’t. 

When King William came to the Crown, we 
may very well remember that the noife of a Re- 
publican Defgn did afterwards betray himintoa 
Diffolution of a good Parliament, and into a 
Tory Adminiftration and Houle of Conmons. 
This difoblig’d his beft Friends, was difpleafing to 
his Allies, and did not gain his Enemies, who 
hang oa the Wheels of his Government, and kepe 
him fhort of Mony for the War which forc’d 
him toa difadvantayeous Peace, and into Treaties 
to the prejudice of his Confederates. Nor was he 
free from Invafion and Affaflination-Plots, for 
which feveral of our Hi.h-Churchmen were hang’d, 
as Well as Papiits: fo that as he was juft about to 
recover bimfeif from thofe ill Counfels, it pleas’d 


' God to remove him. 





Then, Roger, if thofe Gentlemen would give 
| themfelves leave to look abroad, and confider what 
| Earnings the King of Sweden and his Subjefts have 
‘made of his Abiolure Power, and their Obedience 
without Referve, I believe the A/mehead Addreis, 
‘and others of that nature, would fearce be able to 
reconunend it. Let them lock into France, and 
confider how much that Country has gain’d by fur- 
rendring their Parliarnents, and all their Native 
Rights, to the abfulute Power of their Monarch, 
and his Hereditary Right to the Crown of Spain, 
from which himlelf and bis Family was for ever 
excluded by Acts of the Cortes or States, and {o- 
lemmn Treaties 5 they will find nothing at the but- 
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‘cept, fince ‘tis contrary to her Coronation-Oath, 
and the Declaration of Rights. We have her Ma-

Whereas her Predeceffors, 
who aim’dat an abfolate Power, and govern’d by 
Favourites inftead of liftening to Parliaments, who 
perfecuted and opprefs’d their Subjects, inftead of 
cherifhing them and preferving Union among them, 
and who enter’d into Leagues with foreign Ty- 
rantsto aggrandize their Power, inftead of pre- 
ferving the Ballance of Europe, were hated at
